plication, I have been asked why 
ell the fertilizer could not be used 
at one time and thereby save la- 
bor in putting it out. This can 
be done but you will not get the 
best results, as your nitrates leach 
out and entirely too much nitrate 
is gone when the cane needs it the 
most. If you are to make real 
vood cane you must have some ni« 
trate available when the cane be- 
wing to mature. A big roll of cow 
pen fertilizer put in the middles 
will furnish you all the nitrates 
you need for your cane, Now, do 
not let some syrup buyer tell you 
that this will ruin your syrup, be- 
cause it will not. There is not any 


salt in cow pen fertilizer if it is 
properly saved and we all know 


that it is the salt that spoils sy- 
rup. You can save enough ferti- 


lizer from now until the first of 
July to fertilize your cane patch 
if you will take up the droppings 


each morning. July the first is 


about the proper time. to put your 


cow lot fertilizer to your cane. 


Open up a deep furrow in the mid- 
dle and fill it full if you have 
enough fertilizer to go over the 
patch. The one great rule to al- 


Ways remembey about cane is to 
cultivate it in such a way that the 
roots will not be disturbed. The 
amount of syrup in your home next 
fall depends on your method of 
fertilization and cultivation. So 
decide how much syrup you want 
to make and then govern yourself 
accordingly.

The month of May is huckleber- 
ry month in this section, but I’m 
sorry to note that most of us do 
not have any huckleberries, There 
is one grove neay Klba and dozens 
of folks are going there every day 
gathering berries and selling them, 
I know of one family who sells 
enough berries to feed the entire 
family. They walk more than a 
mile to the grove but they are do- 
ing well while the berries last. Why 
is it that you do not have a ber- 
ly grove on your farm? TI can tell 
you exactly why: You have allow- 
ed fire to destroy your berry bush- 
es. Fire is a great help to us in 
many ways, but when improperly 
used it is a farmer’s greatest en- 
emy. Ignorance among us as to 
the necessity of burning woods has 
helped greatly in bringing poverty 
to many of our people. We should 
never allow fire to burn over our 
lands for any purpose, If you 
could keep fire out of the woods 
you, too, would be enjoying a 
bountiful supply of huckleberries 
at this time. In my opinion the 
kuckleberry is one of the most de- 
licious foods known to man. We 
should not only have all we want 
while they are maturing, but we 
should also can enough to have 
them throughout the winter 
months.
